BALTIMORE ABLAZE. 


Inauguration of its One Hundred and Fif- 
tieth Anviversary. 


BALTIMCRE, October 11.—Baltimore has 
commenced the celebration of the settlement 
and founding ot the city one hundred 


and fifty vears ago. The sun _ rose 
in a cloudless’ sky, and in even 
respect the morning was most acspicious. At 
sunrise 100 guns were fired from the United 
States ships Vandalia and Keasarge lying m 
the harbor off Fort McHenry.. The 
city in every direction was dressed 
in holiday attire and the principal streets em- 
bracing the line of march were brilliant with 
flags and streamers and  oveauftful 
banners. Before 8 o’clock the streets 
were filled with people. and by 9 
every space on the Baltimore street and 
route oftbe proceseion was occuvied. Huan- 
dreds of platforms, many of them seating sev- 
eralthousa:d persons, had been erected at 
many points, and all were crowded.

TAE LAND OF EVANGELINE. 


The Original Story of Longfellow’s 
Beautiful Poem 
From the New York Evening Post. 

Bringing the vision back again, it rests on 
the Grand Pre,the great field, which for 
twenty miles extends between the hills; so 
long is itthat the eye can not traverse its 
length; so wideitis, that for hours we must 
toil from border to border. [t lies inthe sun 
like a great inland lake, walled in with hills 
or green. end yet no lake thateverlayio a 
poet’s dresm was so fair as this—channeled 
with rivers apd lagoons, green with grass, 
bright with flowers, furrowed {ike « great 
battlefield with trenches and dykes waichb 
have beaten hack the sea, and re:cued this 
plain, year by year, rod by rod, from the tides. 
it is the harvest season, and the whetting of 


‘the mower’s «esthe comes up with its cheer- 


ing music: the lumbering waib creaks behind 
the sleek oxen; while in the fields, behind the 
toiling men, brown-faced women and laugh- 
ing girls.asinthe days of itvangeline, toss 
the bay and assist husbands and fathers. 

The story of Evangeline is familiar to all 
readers, but very few are acquainted wita the 
history of the Acadian peopie. Nova Scotia 
was discoverer by fishermen from Brittany 
in 1505. Inl038 an expedition, under the 
patronage of Henry 1V., sailed for tae New 
world. ‘The ieaoer was a Protestant gentle- | 
man, by name De Mon's. Therefore the | 
countay hai been called New France, but in 
the patents of this expeditionthe part lying 
east of the Penobscot, embracing the present 
provinces of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 
and a pert of Maine, was named Acadis. 

Thetong contest of Eagiand and France 
was a bitter one. These fair tields formed 
the battie grounds, and in ailteraate victory 
und defeat the fortunes of war moved en. 
Gradually the territory of Acadia became 
oircumgcribed to this central part of Nova 
Scotig, inhabited by the desceadants of Nor- 
mas. They hadtaken but littleinterest in the 
wreat Wars that had surged around § them. 
The Indian, who was the enemy of England, 
was their friend: outlawed bv the Eaglish, 
With a price set upon his sealp, he fouad 
friendship among the Acadians. Vhey could 
not forget their old bome beyond the sea, nor 
readily transfer their love tothe alien nation;

many times were they commanded, not infre- | 
quentiv were tbey entreated, but never 
dreaming that they would be molested, they 
refused to take the oath of allegiance to Eag- 
innd. At length, by order of the Govern- 
ment, transports were ordered from Boston 
torepairto the various ports and convey 
away the entire Acadian people. The in- 
structions were severe; the othcers were to 
use foice if necessary to get the people on 
board the transports, and if any escaped to 
the woods their houses and baras were to be 
burned. 

No igtimation ef the great calamitv was 
given téthe people. The crops were vathered 


in: field snd ban, wken up tbe vasin, tothe | 
mouth of the Gasperesu, the transports | 
sailed. The order of the Kinz commanded 
all the people toassemble within the parish 
chureb, where the edict of banishmeut was 
read. An old. writer descrives the scene of 
anguish, as, leaving behind their peaceful 
fields now jighted with tneir Durning home-, 
the young mem, one husdred and s?xty in 
number, through a long line of weeping par- 
ents and friends, were Criven tothe ships. 
The blessings of the grayv-haired priest, 
the weeping of children, the 
moaning of mothers, foliowed them, 
while the sad procession moved on with 
slow and reluctant steps, praying, weeping 
and sirging hymns. This deiachment was 
followed by the seniors, who passed through 
the same scene of sorrow and (listress. In 
this manner was the whole male population 
of ithe region put on board iive traasports 
stationed in the river, each vessel being 
guarded by six non-commissioned officers 
and eighty privates. Assoonas the other 
vessel arrived the wives and children fol- 
lowed. and the people were transported 
away from Nova Scotia. ‘The total number 
sentaway from the province was 7.000. In 
this Cistaict, Which bordered Minas Basin, 
there were 1,925. Two hundred and thirty- 
five houses and 275 baras were destroyed, be- 
sides eleven mills. 

Even to this day many of the old character- 
istics of this people remain. Inthe region 
west of Grand Pre,in the Clare coumtry, 
there are many of the Acadians. The village 
priest is stijl the monarch of the viliaze, re- 
ceiving allthbeir confidences, the medium of 
communication with the outer world, making 
and keeping tneir wills,and beimg therr friend 
und father. The parish church upon Sundays 
gathers tbem all, and whenthe simple service 
is finished, winding homeward through the 
reads just «s of old, the Acadian youths and 
maidens whisper their sweet confidences and 
tell each other the old, old storv that was first 
told when Adam wooed Eve in the groves of 
Eden. 

The simple life of the Acadians seems illy 
suited to the days in which they lived, and it 
has bcen thought that perhaps the sentiment 
of the poet had, in the vAlage of Grand Pre. 


picd it with an ideal people; but to-day, 
after the lapse of years, just the same lfes 
tbe little village us Whenip the oiden times 


In the Acadian land, on the shores of the basin 
ot Minas, 

Pistant, secluded, still, the little village of 
Grand Ire 

Lay in the peacetul valley; 


and in those villages where the descendants 
of the banished people live, in the customs, 
the simple, primitive life of the people, we 
may recast the old days of Evanyveltine’s peo- 
pie, when 


Neither locks had they to their doors, nor bars 
to their windows, 

But their dwellings were open as day and the 
hearts of their owners. 


Wandering over the old fields, watching 
sbadows as they chase each other over th 
slopes ofthe distant mountain, seeing the 
wild fields of the Grand Pre beneath our fect, 
it is not difficult to bring back the old life of 
the Acadian village, to see the parish priest’ 
on his round of mercy, and watch the smoke 
rising from the chimneys above the thatched 
cottages of the peasantry. We see nothing in 
the features of the peoble who till tne far 
acres to remind us ofthe old colonists who 
built these ramparts against the- sea and 
filched these fair fields from the waves: the 
church has gone, its ashes have fedjthe soil;

The Jast number of the Medical Record con- 
tairs a notice of a new and curfous method of 
deadening pain, which is of striking simplic- 
ity. It was discovered by Dr. Bonwill, a 
dentist of Philadelphia, in 1875. In using 
the method the operator merely requests the 
patient to breathe rapidly, making about 100 
respirations per minute, ending in rapid ex- 
pirations. At the end of from two to five min- 
utes an entire or partial absence of pain re- 
sults for balf a minute or more, and during 
that time teeth may be drawn or incisions 
made. The patient may be i@any position, 
but that recommended is lying on the side, 


- and it is generally best to throw a handker- 


chief over the face to prevent distraction of 
the patient’s attention.‘ When the rapid 
bieathing is first begun the patient may feel 
some exhilaration;;foillowing this comes a 
sensation of fulltess in the head or dizzi- 
ness. The face is at first flushed, and after- 
ward pale or even bluish, the heart beats rather 
feebly ana fast, but the sense of. touch is not 
affected, nor is consciousvess lost. The effect 
is produced in females more readily than in 
males. and in the middle-aged more easily 
than in the olc:; children can hardly be made 
to breathe property. Itis denied that there 
is any possible danger. Several mioor oper- 
ations, other than frequent dental ones. have 
been successfuils made by this method, and 
it is claimed that in deatistry, minor surgery 
and obstetrics it may supplant the common 
arwesthetics. Dr. Hewson’s explanation is 
that rapid breathing diminishes the oxygena- 
tion of the blood, and that the resultant ex- 
cess of carbonic acid temporarily poisons the 
nerve centers. Dr. Bonwill gives several ex- 
planations, one being the specific effect of 
carbonic acid, another the diversion of will- 
foice produced by rapid voluntary muscular 
action, and third, the demmipg up of the 
blood in the brain, due tothe excessive amount 
of air passing throughthelungs. The Record 
iz not satistied with the theories, but consid- 
ers it well proved that pain may be deadened 
by the method, which it commends to the 
profession for the exuct experimental! dceter- 
mimation of its precise value. 


A Roman Villa Unearthed. 
From the New York World. 

Fresh disvoveries are daily being made by 
the exploring party at Morten Farm, on Lady 
estate near Sandown, Isle of 
Wight. The most importantad dition to the re- 
m:ins of the Roman villa ajready Liid bare his 
been a large chamber, neariy fo.ty feet lonz, 
esst and vest, Civided by strong piers of solid 
m:sonry. 
ber is nearly nineteen feet wide, and the east- 
ern end more than fifteen feet. It contains in 
parts the remains of a 2 dado about eighteen 
inches high, ornamented with frescoes in 
scrol] pattern of pink, gray and brown. A 
fillet of plaster runs round the base of the 
whole chamber, the walls of which are 
between three feet and four feet in height, 
the superstructure being of wood and 
plaster, much of which has been found in the 
ruins, With the colors well preserved and for 
the niost part remarkably fresh. The floor 
of this chamber is paved througbout io fine 
tessellated work, the most elaborate that has 
vet been discovered iu the British Islands. 
The subjects contained in panels are. ainong 
others, Perseus and Andromeda and the Four 
Seasons. Thecentral oinament in another 
portion contains the head of Medusa, with 
spake-like locks; and around this are panels 
tilled with pastoral groups, and 2 spirited 
composition of Tritons and sea monsters. 
The exploring party of distinguished anti- 
quarians have now wnearthed six chambers, 
making, with what bad already been discov- 
ered, eleven. I[nashort time the full extent 
of aspacious Roman villa, which was without 
acubt the habitation of some great personage, 
will have been opened to the light of day.

MAN AND WIFE. 


A Curious Marriage, Which Has Just 
Been Pronounced Legal. 
Krom the New York Times. 


While the late William R. Hynes, a wealthy 
resident of this city, was in London, England, 
in 1871, he met a Mrs. Mary F. Saunders,and 
married her, by giving heraring,in the 
presence of witnesses, and telling her he 
would hold her as his lawful wife so long as 
she remained a true and honest woman. 
Séme months later, on board a steamer croass- 
ing the English Channel, he repeated this 
ceremony. and upon reaching France he told 
her again she was his lawful wife. He kept 
her wiih him untii he died in London, in 
1874, and 1n the meanwiaile introduced her to 
his friends as his wife. After his death one 
of his sisters took out letters of administra- 
tion upon bis property in this city, and all his 
relatives refused 10 admit that beleft a widow 
apd children. Mrs. Hyaes, and her two 
in fart SODS, DY their guardian 
ad litem, Mr. Wm. H. Secor. brought a suit 
in the Court of Common Piease to eject Mrs. 
Kate McDermott and others from the pos- 
session and cccupancy of premises at the cor- 
ner cf Madisen avenue and East Twenty- 
severth street, aad for m accounting of the 
profits of the real estate since Mr. Hynes’ 
death. ‘be result of the action depended 

ipon the Getermination of the validity or in- 

validity of the adult plaintiff's marriage or 
marltiazes to Hynes, and, consequentiy, of 
the legitimacy or iliegitimacy of the infant 
plaintiffs. After a lonz trial the jury decided 
by their verdict that, although the marriage 
in Luncon was not in accerdanee with the 
Ei glish Jaw, it is valid because in harmony 
witb the Jaws of this State, in which Hynes 
bad his donveile, avd whither he inteudcd to 
return and live with the principal plaintiff. 
The Commun Pleas, general term, atiirmed 
the judgment of the lower court, holding 
that tbe Channel and the French marriage 
were valid, as well as that celebrated in Lon- 
don. The Court of Appeals reafiirmed the 
judgment two weeks ago. ‘The gist of the 
opinion of the Court of Appeals, written by 
Chief Justice Folger, is contained in the fol- 
lowirg extwact: 

There is no proof of what is the law of 
marriage in France, and we will not presume 
itis different from thatof this State. There 
is no proof of the nationality of the vessel in 
which the parties crossed the Channel, and 
we Will not presume it Was thatof a country 
whose law of marriage has been proved in 
this cas@ to be d#ferent from that of this 
State, evenif we are required to hold that a 
vessel on the seas bas with it the law of mar- 
liage of the pation whose flag it flies. There 
was enough in the testamony of what took 
plaoe at sea and between them, their friends, 
tteir acquaintances, and the public while 
the y were in France, tosustain the verdict of 
tre jury ttat they were husband and wife in 
accoldance with the law of this State. 
Though they cohabited m England before 
cro spng ime Channei, the testimony, 
while it does nct prove a marriage in accord 
With Engiisb law, shows enough for a jury to 
find therecirom that there was the purpose and 
form cf marriage; that there was arefusal on 
the part of the woman to commencs a mere- 
tricious cobabitation, and a yielding on the 
part of the ixtestate to hcr demand for mar- 
riage before cohabitation should be had. A 
mariiace baving thus bem “found on 
proof enough to sustain the verdict, the lecit- 
Imacy ef the minor plaintiif-, as the soms of 
intestate, is bevond dispute in the case at this 
time. Thejudgement for the plaintiffs 1s to 
be sustained, unless error is shown by some 
of the cther points made by the defendan'‘s, 

After carefully examining these points,Chief 
Jusiice Folger tinds no error for which the 
judgement should be reversed. All the mem- 
bers of tbe Court of Appeals concur in the 
Opinion of the chief justice.

The Equine Hay Fever. 
From the New Lerk Timas. 

During the last few days frequent compari- 
son bas been made between the catarrhal! in- 
flUuenza now prevalent among herses in this 
city and the ep:zooty of 1872-5. That there 
are maby points of resemblances is obvious, 
Every one has heard tbe cough and seen the 
discharge from the nostrils which are charac- 
teristic of both epidemics, butin extent and 
fatality happily this year’s visitation is, as 
yet at least, far inferior. The epizooty of 
IS72 made its first appearance, also, at the 
close of a hot summer, at Toronto, Canada, 
at the end of September. A Teete 
night later if reached New York by 
way of Niagara, and bythe end of October 
40,000 horses in this citv and 15,000 in Brook- 
lyn bad been attacked by it. It followed the 
Atlantic Slope southward,and in two months 
reacbed Galveston. Then it followed the 
Mississippi northward to St. Louis, where it 
turned westward, reaching Colorado, Wy- 
oming and Nevada in January, 1875,and Cal- 
iforniascon afterward. Chicago and the Lake 
Region were visited about the same time as 
this city, Northern New England about the 
end of October, and Southern New England 
early in November. ‘This year no fatal! cases, 
we believe, have keen reported, but in 1872a 
good part of a column of the Times was 
needed on several days to merely give a list 
of the stables where fatal cases had occurred, 
the total dcaths being, of course, far more 
numerous. The effect in this city can even 
now be recajled.

Tertiary Man.

Professor Boyd Dawkins, in his recent ad- 
dress at the meeting ofthe British Associa- 
tion, described hypothetically the habits of 
the cave men who succeeded the river drift 
hunters: They dressed themselves in skins 
and wore gloves not unlike those worn at the 
present time. They wore necklaces and 
urmlets, and probably pierced their ears for 
the reception of ear-rings for ornamentation. 
They used red raddied, and, indeed, some of 
the practices of the present time might be 
looked upon distinctly as be'ng sures 
vivals. The skios with whien they 
clothed themselves were sewed together 
with bone needles, and from the sketches 
they had left behind on bones and pieces of 
skin and the like, it appeared that they were 
able to form a distinct idea of the creatures 
whiah they hunted, the representations thus 
left probably being the trophies of the chase. 
They were fowlers and fishermen, and it was 
evident frem the figures of animals which 
had been discovered that the hunters of these 
times hed great facility in representing forms 
of animals on bone; but their, attempts at 
representing the human form were rude. 
They bad also left bebind them: evidence of 
the art of sculpture. They were ignorant of 
metals. They had no domestic animals. Ap- 
parently they were not in the habit of bury- 
ing their wtead. We were not aware 
of what sort of physique they had, 
but there was reason to believe 
they were most closely related to che Esqui- 
maux. Thev were whoily different from the 
river-driftmen. The river-drift man was 
inastate of primeval savagery; the cave 
man was Of a higher type, but in his furn 
wes wholly inferior to the farmer, herdsman 
and merchant who followed him. We had 
this proof, said the professor, of the devel- 
opment of the humanrace in times before 
bistory began, and it occurred to him, they 
bad no reason for fixing any limit as to 
where progress would end, his opinion bemg 
that man would go on Increasing in kunowl- 
edge and improving in the arts of civilization 
until in perhaps not a very remote future 
be would be as superior to the men of 1880 as 
we were superiortothe early hunters and 
cuye men. 

A Big Sewing Machine. 
From the Scientitic American. 

The largest sewing machine in the world 
bas lately been ftinisted. The machipve 
weigbs over four tons, and is in some respects 
of new design, uniting much simpliéity of 
eonstruction with great strength of parts. It 
is adapted for general manufacturing purpo- 
sesof the heavier sort, althouch specially 
mace for stitching cotton belting, an article 
which is now taking the market as a cheap 
and serviceable substitution for gearing and 
the ordinary leather belting. The matertal 
used is of yreat strength and toughness, and 
is sewed in piles or layers up to an 
inch in thickness. The betting in 
being sewed together is passed 
through heavy feed roliers some nine 
inches in diameter and more than eight feet 
in length, getting stretched and pressedin 
the process. There are two needles at work 
with two shuttles, and the shuttles can be re- 
moved from the bottem without disturbing 
the over-lying piles of belting. The roilers 
between which the work parses are actuated 
by reversible Worm and cam motions, and the 
machine has,in addition to these roller feeds, 
what is known as atoy feed motion, suitabie 
for a lighter class of work. The stitch, asin 
the ordinary sewing machine, can be adjusted 
from one-eigth inch upward, and the pres- 
sure of the rollers on the work passing throuch 
the machine can be regulated atthe will of 
the operator. The machine, which is driven

SWORD AND PEN. 


A Talk With Archibald Forbes, the 
Famous War Correspondent.

Reclining in an easy chair in his snug apart- 
ments at the Brevoort a Herald reporter yes- 
terday evening round Mr. Archibald Forbes, 
the correspondent of the London Daily News. 
Mr. Forbes had just come in from an after- 
noom ride and was taking a hasty look at the 
evening papers before dinner.

limit the interview. The famous correspond- 
ent bas, as previously announced, come to 
this country to deliver a series of lectures on 
his experiences in the field. To this he was 
tempted by his success for two or three 
seasons as a lecturer in London and the 
provinces. 

“What are your plans for the future—I 
mean during your present visit to this coun- 
try—Mr. Forbes?” the reporter asked. 

*“Well,’’? he replied, **1 must tell you what 
mv plans were before I sailed, and then 1 
tink you will see that I have changed them 
for the better. My original intention was to 
goatonceto Canada and thence to Nova 
Scotia on a lecturing tour. That would occu- 
py my time for two montbs, while you good 
people in America are in the throes of a po- 
litical struggle. I know how people concen- 
trate themselves on politics in America, and 
thought that during the political strug- 
gle it would be unwise to seek 
to obtain audiences in the States. 
Just before sailing, however, 1 changed 
my mind, and now that I am here, I can 
see the wisdom of the change. I thoughi I 
ought, even at the risk of baving to work 
against the excitement incident toa great 
poitical crisis, to begin in New York, and my 
agent, Mr. D’Oyly Carte, has arranged for 
me to give my first lecture in Chickering Hall 
on Wednesday evening, the 15th inst. I leave 
here on the 15th for Halifax, and shall not 
return to New York until the second weok ia 
November. There isastrong demand for 
my lectures in several townsin the vicinity 
of New York, and { visit them early in No- 
vember, probably lecturing again here avout 
the 11-hef that month.”’ 

“Do you antia@pate a prosperous tour in 
this country ?’’ 

‘Nothing could look better than matters do 
at present. Ilook uponitas quite extraor- 
dinary thatI am booked to lecture every 
night until tbe tirst of the new year. I came 
here with feelings of nervousness, but things 
ale goirg so well thatifeel very much en- 
couraged.’? 

AN ADVENTURE AT SEDAN. 

‘By the way, I must tell youan amusing 
thing that happened to me the other day. Of 
course you Enow youneedn’t, publish it; but 
it amused me very much at thetime. I went 
to visit the battle field at Sedan on the tenth 
anniversary of the famous battle, and while I 
wastbere I made the acquaintance of an 
American gentlemanand his wife. Travel- 
ing with them upthe Belgian Line of rail- 
way I led up the conversation with great dex- 
terity to the subject of lecturing in the United 
States. JT asked the gentleman, of course, not 
letting him knew whol was, what sort ofa 
show lecturers hadout here. His reply was 
ceitainly candid. He said: ‘Well, | guess 
Jecturing is getting played out in America.’ 
This discouraged me a good deal. My friend, 
however, went.ontosav that he heard Mr. 
Forbes was going outto lecture, and he ex- 
pected he would get on well, as his lectures 
were all givenfrom actual personal experi- 
ence. This cheered me uv, and | made my- 
selfknown to my companion, atthe same 
time thanking bim for having unhitentional- 
ly given methe greatest encouragement.’’ 

‘*Will you tell me something of your expe- 
riences as a War correspondent?” 

‘‘Certainly. It wasten years ago that I 
went as correspondent for the Daily News 
during the Franco-German war. I was very 
nearly killed during the German entry into 
Paris. I saw all the fightirg at the time of 
the Commune, including the taking of the 
Grand Opera-house and the taking down of 
the flag that floated from its summit. After 
that I was in India for six months during the 
famine. I suffered intensely. People used to 
bet on whether Sir Richard Temple or I would 
get sunstruck first. Sir Richard escaped, but 
I received & severe sunstroke and have never 
been the same man since. Afterthat I was 
in quite another part of the world. 
I watched the incubation of the new 
Spaniz:h Republic under Castelar and 
went with General Conireras when the Car- 
list war began. I accompanied the Royalist 
troops against the Carlists. l ran the block- 
ade of a town called Vich, in Catalonia, which 
no one had entered for six weeks. Iwas 
taken prisocer as I came out by Dorregaray, 
the Carlist General, with whom I remained 
for sometime. I found the lively Carlists of- 
fered me more material for correspondence 
than the sluggish Republicans. When the 
revolution occurred and young Alfonso was 
put on the throne of Spain, 1 accompanied 
him from London, serving with him till the 
end of the campaign against the Carlists. I 
next went to Servia and went through th 
whose or the war between the Servians an 
Turks, and brought from Delegrad thé latest 
news of the final catastrophe of the Servians 
under Tchernayeff. My nexttrip was to ac- 
company the Prince of Wales to India. 

A CAMPAIGN WITH MACGAHAN, 

‘Then, in conjunction with Mr. Mac- 
Gahan, ofthe New York Herald, I.served 
with the Russiantroops during the whole of 
the Bulgarian campaige upto and inclusive 
ofthe September attack on Plevna. After 
lecturing in }mgland during the winter of 
1877-78, 1 accompanied , Sir Garnet Wolsely 
when he went to occupy the island of Cy- 
prus. Immediately after that 1 went to the 
opening of the campaign in Afghanistan, 
where I telegraphed to the Viceroy and 
Commander-in-Chief the earliest{news of the 
takirg of Alimusted. During a short visit 
to King Thebaw, at Mandalay, I received a 
mysterious telegram, ‘Do the Zulu war.’ 
I didn’t know there was a “Zulu war, 
nor did I know where Zulu Land was, 
Hiowever, 1 soon found out and reached there 
in time to accompany the invading column 
under Lord Chelmsford. Afterthe battle of 
Ulundi I rode from the battle field to the 
frontier, a distance of over one hundred 
miles, to wire the news of the victory. Iam 
proud to say that I am the only English cor- 
respondent ever mentioned in formal dis- 
patches by an English general for conduct in 
the field, having thus formally received the 
thanks of Gen. Tytler for having,  single- 
handed and under a heavy fire bandaged up 
the wounds of injured soldiers in Afghanis- 
tan. 

“You have been in the army yourself, have 
you not?’? 

‘*Yes; I was five years in the Royal Dra- 
goons—first as SD hidipny and then as a non- 
commissioned officer.’’

plaint to the Goverror; the wretched 
woman, they said, had 
seen to kiss Bendahan’s 
The Governor. straightway summoned 
the Jew before him, and thereupon, withou: 
being aliowed to say anything ia his defense, 
the unfortunate man was bastinadoed to 
death. Not content with this punishmen;, 
the Governor had the body nailed to the 
ground by the feetand hands. The family 
claimed the body to give it decent buria!;: jy 
retuin for a good round sum tbe Governo; 
eventually acceded to this request. Informed 
of Wliut bad happened, the European Cons,)!, 
at Tangiers sent a message to Bendalhan’s son, 
asking himto come to Tangiers. Hearing 
this, and fearing that some OVer-scrupulous 

ersons might think his conduct had been, 
little arbierery, the Governor offered vounz 
Bendahan 7,000 prastres (£1,400) to hold hi, 
tongue. The young man repudiated the offe;y 
end wentto Tangiers. The Luropean Min. 
isters are now prosecuting the affair with the 
utmost activity. The Italian Consw, an ep. 
vov of whom had been recently well treated 
at Fez, has shown himself partécularly ener.

An Old Cireus Clown Dead.

Danie! Gardner, ‘‘*the oldest living cireus » 


clown” during the latter years of his life,died 
atAtlantice City Thursday afternoon of pariuly- 
sis in the sixty-fourth year of bis age. He was 
porn in Now York in 1816, and when a boy 
was put to work with his father and brother 
in David Bruce’s prioting establishment. A 
passion for the circus seized him, and he ran 
away from home and joined Archie Mad- 
dern’s Circus asa singer of comic songs and

dern four years, and then joined Howe’s cir- 
cus, Which was then just starting on its 
career. His next change was to Welsh’s 
Sbow at Ninth and Chestnut streets, which 
he left to go with Lent’s Circus. Soon after 
he formed a co-partnersbip with Richard 
Hemming, which continued for twelve vears, 
and he then joined his fortunes with Fore- 
paugh. His next appearance inthe circus 
arena after severing his connection 
with Forepaugh was as eques-’ 
trian director of Cooper & Hem- 
mipg’s Show in 1871, which was the last season 
he ever traveled with acircus. His last ap- 
pearance in public was three vears ago, atthe 
benefit to Captain ‘Townsend at the Grand 
Central Theater. On that occasion he sang 
two comic songs and danced a hornpipe. Ue 
was married three times, the preseuat Mrs. 
Gardner being «a Miss Mary Cornell, who was 
formeriy engaced in the dramatic wardrobe 
business. He had several enildren,. one of 
whom, Den Gardner, Jr., is a clown of some 
celebrity, and was formerly with Coover «& 
Bailey’s Londom Circus. One of his daughters 
is a well-known burlesque actress and is pro- 
fessicnally known as Lida Kenyon, For sey: 
eral years past Mr. Gardner resided ia this 
city, and it was at his house, on Twelfth 
Street, below Chestnut, that Edwin Adams 
died. He was a man of genial and kiodly dis- 
position, and had numerous friends in aii 
branches of life. tor several seasons he had 
kept the Columbia House at Atlantic Civy. 
He will be buried at Mount Vernon Cemetery 
on Monday.

Marriages inthe German Army. 
From the London Telegraph. 


Marriages, according to an old prover), are 
made in heaven, but, admitting the correct- 
ness of this proposition, it cannot be denied 
that the celestial arrangements with respect 
to matrimony are subject to consiaerable de- 
lays and impediments inthe case of young 
Contimental military men. Inthe Austrian, 
German, French, Italian and other European 
armies, regimental oflicers may not wed the 
objects of their affections until they have de- 
posited a certain sum of money, vzrying be- 
tween £800 and £1,200, with the State Ex- 
chequer, the interest of which, in addition 
to their pay, is considered asuflicient income 
to keep. them financialiy unembarrassed. as 
actualy Ausbands and potential fathers of 
families. Many hundreds of marriages 
are annually averted by a prohibition, which 
is justified on the ground that it violates the 
liberty of the subject forthe subject’s good. 


’ It appears, however, that a sort of matrimo- 


nial epidemic has recently set in among the 
subaltern officers of the Austrian army, in 
which the amount of the so-called “caution 
money” is fixed at 12,000 florins; and so nu- 
merous have been the applications for per- 
mission to wive reaching the Ministry of War 
within the last few months that the authori- 
ties contemplate doubling the amountin«utes- 
tion for officers up to the rank of Captain, 
while leaying it unaltered for Majors. and 
Lieutenant-Colonels, whose higher pay better 
enables them to incur the additional expens? 
of married life than do the slender salaries of 
Captains and subalterns. A profound sen-:- 
tion has been created in junior military cir- 
cles of the Empire by the announcement that 
this measure, which will condemn many hun- 
dreds of matrimonial candidates to long years 
of celibacy, is aboutto be submitted to the 
approval of the Emperor; and it is possible 
that his Majesty, who has. practically illus- 
trated his predilectron for early marriazes 
somewhat conspicuously in his own family, 
may refuse to sanction so arbitrary an edict.

Tetanus Considered ina Technical and 
| Scientific Way. | 
From the New York Times, 


There bave beenfrequent accounts in the 
newspapers of late regarding attacks of lock- 
aw, or tetanus, with a usually fatal ending. 
t is said that there are more. cases of this 
terrible sfiliction inthe United States than 
in any other temperate countries, owing to 
the higher and more sensitive nervous or- 
gunizaiion of Lhe inpabitants. It is marked 
by an involuntary, persistent, intenee, pain- 
ful contraction or cramp of the voluntary 
muse'ier, nearly the whole body being some- 
times sffeeted. The different sets of mus- 
cles are generally affected ina certain 
degree of order, the muscles of the neck, 
jaws and thioat almost always giving the 
earliest evidence of the presemce of the dis- 
ease. The patient experiences difiiculty and 
uneasiness in bending or turning the head, 
and is apt to imagine that he has a stiff neck. 
He also finds it rather hard to open his 
mouth. Finally, the jaws close, sometimes 
gradually, though with great firmness, and 
occasionally, ic is said, all of a sudden, and 
Withasnap. Along with, or very soon after 
the symptoms have appeared, the deglu‘itory 
muscles are intluenced, and very soon an 
ecule _— atthe jower part of the sternum, 
extending to the back, setsin,and is frequent- 
ly excruciating. This depends, in all prob- 
ability, upon cramp of the diaphragm, aad is 
subject 10 paroxysmal aggravation. The 
sparm ¢xtends to the muscles of the trunk, 
to the laige muscles of the extremities, to the 
murcles of the face, and lastly to those of the 
tongue, hands and fingers, which often obey 
the will of the sufferer after all other volun- 
tary musc’es have become fixed. The mus- 
cles affected continue permanentiv contract- 
cd until either death or recovery has taken 
place, and some of them, the muscles of the 
abdomen, for example,are so rigid as to sound 
like a board when struck with the 
fiogers. The spasms grow more 
violentevery ten or fiteen minutes, com: 
monly beginning by an increase of pain at the 
sternum, and lasting from 120 to 180 seconds. 
As the disease advauces the paroxysms be- 
come mcre frequent. Thestrong muscies of 
the back generally overcome the muscles in 
front efthe body, and then the patientis 
frequently obliged, during the paroxysms, to 
rest solely on his head and heeis, while his 
body is arched and elevated. During the ex- 
acerbations, the face of the sufferer often as- 
sumes a frightful appearance. The tongue is 
likely to be badly bitten, and the contractions 
are occasionally so violent as to break the teeth 
and rupture powerful muscles. Death results 
generally frum a combination of causes, 
but mainly from suffocation, coupled with 
loss of power and degenerate action of the 
heart. The two chief sources of tetanus are 
exposuretc cold or damp and bodily ia- 
juries. When the former happens the disor- 
der is called idiopathic; when the latter hap- 
pens it is traumatic, which 1s much more fre- 
quenttban the other formof the disease. 
Tetanus isliableto follow any sortof hurt, 
from a trifling cut or scratch toa compound 
fracture or the severest operation, and is 
much commoner in tropical than in temper- 
ate climates.

CONKLING’S ‘* GREATEST 
EFFORT.” 

Last Friday night Mr. Conkling delivered 
at Indianapolis the last speech of his pres- 
ent Western tour. The Republican or- 
gans call it the ‘greatest effort of his 
life.’ We differ with them. We think it 
decidedly the smallest. 

That he extensively quoted from a 
speech previously delivered at the same 
spot by the editor of the Post-Dis- 
PATCH showed good judgment. But 
that he grossly garbled his extracts, falsi- 
fied their meaning and tortured a partisan 
construction out of them, even our Repub- 
lican readers will believe when they com- 
pare Mr. Conkling’s way of quoting Mr. 
Pulitzer’s speech with the printed report 
of the latter, both of which we elsewhere 
present for impartial comparison. 

Mr. Conkling should not have been so 
careful in omitting both the beginning and 
the end of the paragraph from which he 
quoted. This was unworthy of him. 

The point ofthe matteris simply this: 
Mr. Conkling tries to make political capi- 
tal out of the fact that most of the money 
and capital of the country is in Republican 
hands. This we admit. The  Re- 
publican party, though in a small 
minority so far as numbers and yotes are 
concerned, represents an overwhelming 
majority of the money power of the coun- 
try. He must be blind who does not see 
that nearly all the millionaires and monop- 
olists, nearly all the organized corporations 
and privileges are in the hands of Repub- 
The Democracy is comparatively 
the party of the poor and 
the lowly. If this is an injurieus 
admission the Republicans may make the 
most of it. But he must also be blind who 
does not see that there isan open, direct 
and dangerous alliance between this grow- 
ing and powerful money-aristocracy and 
the Republican office-holding army. Both 
interests unite to prevent a change at 
Washington purely from selfish in- 
terests. Thus we behold the dis- 
tinct assertion or assumption of the 
right to govern by a small class against 
the majority of the peopie. Every ap- 
peal made by Republican leaders and jour. 
nals since the Maine election is made 
directly to arouse the money interests of 
the country on the theory that Ilancock’s 
election would ruin the busi- 
ness Of the country. The most in- 
appeal vet macde—mere 
mfamous even than the bloody shirt—is 
the systematic effort made in all the 
Northern cities and towns to arouse the 
fears of business men, and especially the 
manufacturers, on the distinct charge that 
Hancock’s election would mean the repeal 
and ruin of the tariff, the banking system, 
etc., etc. Never before did the monopo- 
lists, Millionaires and stock brokers of 
the East contribute so much to the Re- 
publican campaign fund as this year. The 
last issue of the Public, an exclusive or-

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can of Wall street; prophesies | financial 
disaster in case of Hancock’s election in 
this fashion: 


But the disturbance and decline must be ex- 
pectedifthe Democratic ticket should suc- 
ceed, for a reason which all can appreciate. 
A great proportion of the lenders of money in 
this country are Republicans. Whether with 
reason or without, Republicans sincerely be- 
lieve that war upon the public credit, the na- 
tional banks and the present tariff would fol- 
low Democratic success. Consequeutly, such 

‘epublicans will make haste to save them- 
selves as soon as they. can by disposing of 
properties, and calling in loans which depend 
upon the value of properties. Many national 
banks would determine to windup as soon As 
they could, and their retirement would cause 
sharp contraction ofloans.

So it seems that the majority of the 
voters of Philadelphia are unwilling to 
pay even fifty cents for the privilege of 
voting, and more than willing to make 
somebody else pay for it. 

Instances like these could be given ad 
infinitum. The growing money aristocracy 
of the country wili yet be more dan- 
gerous to the Republic than the 
slaveholding aristocracy ever was. 
The war of the rebellion to open- 
ly destroy the Government by arms 
was not so dangerous to the real 
life of the Republic as the slow but 
steady growth of corruption, the increase 
of a fanatical, sectional, partisan spirit, 
and the rise of a powerful money aristoc- 
racy whose vital aim and interest it is to 
control the Governinent.

Consul has taken Montgomery’s case up, and 
it is to be hoped that he will push itto a sue- 
cessful issue. It may be all very well for 
British brutes to treattheir own countrymen 
in this way, but the lesson should be im- 
pressed upon the Canadian mind that the 
United States willnot have its citizens tor- 
tured in thisinfamous way, no matter what 
they may have done.

The Monomania Which Caused 
Leon Boucher to Suicide.

Coroner’s Inquest—Testimony of His 
Son—The Letters Written Be- 
fore Death, 


About 9:30 o’clock last night Leon Boucher, 
the well-known paint and oil merchant, com- 
mitted suicide at his office, No. 704 North 
Second street, by shooting himselt in thie lett 
side otthe head. The reason assigned at tue 
time was despondencv, caused by his wife's 
death. From the deceased's son a reporier to- 
day learnéd the téal cause. Since last January 
Mr. Boucher has been suffering from a mind 
trouble. His monomania has been 
that his blood was steadily be- 
coming watery, and that the result 
would be death. Thishe has been brooding 
over in all hislone moments. Lis chief em- 
ployes were aware ofthis and did everything 
in their power to occupy his mind with other 
thoughts. Heloved his children intensely, 
anc frequently this subject was brought up tu 
drive away his moroseness, but with no avail. 
When alone or with one ortwo near friends he 
would suddenly rub his hands and ciosely in 
spectthem. Nothing could persuade him but 


that his blood was gradually 
losing its substance. tew 
days ago the superint. ndent of the oil works 
asked him would ne be contentto have some 
blood taken from his veins and analyzed by 4 
chemist. Ue would notsay definitely whetuer 
it would satisty him or not. On anv other 
subject he was pertectly sane and about his 
business matters he was as energetic and de: 
termined as ever. Any other subject he 
would discuss with his usual clearness,and on 
this alone was his ordinarily clear intellect 
affected. 

The Coroner took charge of the letters left 
by the deceased early this morning. The one 
nuddressed to Mr. Green,’ whom the decease 
appoints as administrator, will not be given 
into any one’s hands until the gentleman de- 
signated has taken outietters ot administra- 
tion on the property. 

THE INQUEST. 

This afternoon Coroner Auler held the in 
quest. Only two witnesses were examined .an'! 
the jury retuinead aie verdict of deuth 
caused by melancholia, the facts of which were 
brought out upon the inquest. The following 
are the Jetters found in the room where tle 
rash man dé¢stroyed himself. The first one, 
addressed to his son, encloses a check for 
$1,000, and reads as follows: 

DEAR LEON—Enclosed find check on Fourth 
National Bank for $1,000; place Emily and 
Dora in Convent at Florissant, pay one year 
in advarce and get ali their clothes at the 
house. keep Stella with you at Florissant, 
also Julius. Proper appropriations will be 
made by the Court in due time to maintain 
them.

The Accident on the Indianapolis 
and St. Louis Railroad. 


Latest Detai's of the Disaster—The Loss 
Over $12,000. 


At about5:50 o'clock vesterday morning, &, 
collision occurred on the Indianapolis and St.

Accordingly ae re- 
porter calied at Mr. Duna’s residence, 
cn Hickory street, this morniag, and secured 
aninterview with Mr. Conway. He suid that 
he lett England in July, intending to spend 
several months visiting relatives inthis coun- 
try and taking amuchd needed rest.

IIe 
thought tba: it was a good sign that away out 
here in the West, beyond the Mississippi, 
there was u& taste springing up fos 
pictured mythology instead ot‘ miili- 
tury di plays The Lord Mayor's 
show in Loucou, which was once so important 
astreet display, had now dwindledto a mere 
nothing, he said. The reporter asked Mr. 
Conway for acti icisum on s:. Loui‘,and he at 
once suid that there was room 
for great improvement in architecture. 
especially in residence architecture. There 
was too much sameness in residence, and 
evidently architecture was not studied at all. 
ich men putup veryexpensive houses for 
rhewselves, but they were of tearful 
uichitecture. fie thougbt a few cultured 
architects from London or from the E.ist were 
badly needed in St. Louts. Mr. Conway visited 
St. Louis about five yearsugo and lectured 
then onthe Devil at De Bar’s Opera-house. 
Since then he has investigated devils 
of various classes and has written a vook 
called ‘‘Demonology and Deviil-Lore. ’’Mr. 
Conway wus born in Virginia and lived there 
until he was nineteen yeurs old, but forthe 
lust eighteen vears he has resided in London 
ile has been Ht minister of 
the Unitarian prote-sion tor many 
years and has a congregation or society 
now in London calledthe ‘‘south VPiace h-- 
ligious Society.’’ llis reputation in this 
country largely depends upou uis correspond- 
ence tor the Cincinnati Commercial,

The Fair is over, but the animation at the 
grounds still exists. The exhibits no longer 
have attractiors, and are reduced tos0 much 
uninteresting furniture or stock. Those 
things that were pieturesquely§ and 
artistically erranged in the several exe 
position halls are now jumbled together 
in a Shapeless mass, for transportation to the 
shelves in the stores of the exhibitors.

NEW YORK, October 11.—Reports to Brad- 
street’s from the wheat-growing regions of 
the United States down to Septemper 25th 
indicate that the total out-turn of wheat for 
1880 will not bein excess of 465,491,000 bush- 
els. Returns from the great wheat-pro- 
ducirg States of Illinois and Iowa are quite 
up to earlier estimates; but it is probable, 
when the full returns of the threshing 15 
those and other States are summed up, that 
the total product of the country will not exe 
ceed 455,000,000 bushels. The out-turn for 
the Pacific States, based on trustworthy re- 
turns and estimates, is calculated to be 88,- 
000,000 bushels. 

The export of wheat from the- United 
States last year was inround numbers 18),- 
000,000 bushels. It is estimated that the 
requirements for home consumption from 
this season’s crep will amount to 261,000,000 
bushels. On this basis, and taking the total 
out-turn at 455,000,000 bushels, there will be 
avout 124,000,000 bushels surplus from the 
wheat crop of 1880. A general summary of 
the wheat crop for 1880, with reference to 
territorial divisions, is as foilows:

The earlier estimates ofthe waoeaterop of 
the United States varied from 475,000,000 to 
090,000,000. ‘Some few conservative heads 
hesitated and refused to credit the estimates, 
but a beliefthat the out-turn would reach 
400,000,000 or 500,000,000 bushels rained wide 
acceptance. This was before the.threshing. 
efore the threshing of 1879 the estimates 
varied from 475,000,000 to 500,000,000 bushels; 
but when the time came to measure the grain 
ii was secenthat the carly estimates of the 
yield when undew the reaper or ia the shock 
were wide of the mark. 

Our advices from such parts of New 
land as continue to grow wheat 
estimate of 1,100,000 bushels as the wheat 
product of that region for 1889. New York 
shows a gratifying increase over 1S7!. The 
quality is gcod. The yield in the Genesee 
Vailey is caleulated to be 4,798,509 bushes, 
and the surplus for shipment will be not far 
from 06,C0OU,000 bushels. The total yield in 
New York is fully 12,895,000 bushels. Re- 
rorts agree that the yieldin Pennsylvania for 
I8sO aggregates 21,000,000 bushels. New Jer- 
sey’s crop is estimated at 1.700,000, and the 
crop of Delaware at 1,000,000 bushels. 

Inquiries have been prosecuted in the 
-outbern States forthe purpose of determin ng 
the tendency duripg recent years regarutay 
ihe cultivation of wneat. It is epparent tha’, 
for a number of years after the war, ao eff pri 
Was made to extend the area o? whet culture 
in order to provide more neariy for nome 
consumption. Latterly. owing to the indif- 
ferent success attained, the acasage has some. 
whut decreased, and it appears probable that 
“beat culture in the regions where it his 
heen attempted in the South wili give way 
mere and more to better-paying crops. 

C@urreturns from such of the Atlantic and 
Gulf States as crow wheat at: ali show a ven- 
eru!l falling ofl, with the exceptionof Vic- 
cinia, which, on a careful estimate, has 
goired 10 per cent on the yield of 1879. 

‘The wheat crop of California for 1879 was 
laagely overestimated. The bestadvices in- 
dicate the yield to be 38,000,000 bushels: sur- 
plus for shipment, about 28,000,000 busheis. 
The yield of Colorado, Nevada and the Terri- 
tories for 1880 will not vary much from 1),- 
vC0,000 bushels. 

The acreage of tie wheat crop in Illinois is 
the largeston record. The quality of the 
winter wheat is not so uniformly goud as tht 
of last season. The qualiw of the spricg 
wheat is complainei about. The acreage 
in [llinois in I879 was 2,480,000; in 188J, 
3,260,000. Total raised in 1879, 45,830,090 
bushels. against 556,506,600 bushels raised ia 
1s80. Estimated surplus for shipment 
this vear, 3!,265,000 bushels. 

A fairly trustworthy estimate of the total 
quantity of grain produced in Indiana this 
year is 45,262,500 bushels. There will be 
about 50,000,000 bushels for shipment and 
export. 

There is a total’ acreage in Iowa this vear 
of 4,069,440 acres, yie) ding 02.902,720 buszrels 
of wheal, sganstatotalac eage of 3,555,552 
acres in 187%, which produced 4°%,162.00) 
bushels of wheat. ‘This State will have fron 
BO £00 900 to 95,000,000 bushels for sale and 
‘ xports 

o wuimber of frontier counties in Kansas 
report the entire failure of their wheat crops, 
owing to the severe drought during the past 
summer. 

The total acreage of wheat in WS) has been 
increased to 1,944,446, against 1,644,460 in 
1879; and the total yield to 11.600,66) bushels, 
us compared to 18,089,660 bushelsin 1879. A 
surplus for shipments of 15,000,000 bushels. 

The aereage sown to wheat in Michigan last 
fell was 1,885,194 acraw, agatnst 11,601,710 
acres the vear previous. The total yield, 
however, will be Jarger. The yield in 1879 
was 00,910,853 bushels. Hstimating the av- 
erage yield in 1880 per acre at ninsteen bush- 
els, generally regarded asa full allowance, 
the total yield would be 34,768,629 bushels.

The continuou; wet 
weather in Michigan during May aniJune 
was detrimental to all kinds of cereals on 
heavy soils and newly cieared jand.

Reports from all the wheat-growing coun- 
ties of Minnesota give the follbbwicg: Total 
acreage sown, 2,904,055; average yieht—per. 
acre, 142-8 bushels; total vield of State, 42,- 
120,600 bushels. The estimated surplus for 
shipment is 35,146,230 bushels. The average 
quality of the wheat grown is better than last 


rear. 

, The crop of 1880 in Missouri will aggregate 
26,500,000 bushels of wheat, leaving about 
14,090,0C0 bushels for shipment. The quality 
is only fair, and the average yield per acre a 
trifle less than that of last year. 

The Texas crop of the current year (the re- 
duced acreage by the severity of the drought 
of 1879 was damaged by reason of continuous 
raivs after the harvest season) is estimated, 
upon trustworthy authority, to equal but l,- 
300,000 bushels, the yield for the entire State 
being insuflicient for thedemand. It is said 
about 75 per cent of the flour consumed is im- 
ported. 

Arkansas’ report of the wheat crop will not 
vary materially from the estimate of the year 
for 1879. The total yield in 1879 was 4,616,744 
busbels, against 4,320,624 bushels in 1830,a 
decrease of 295,120 bushels. The estimated 
surplus for shipment this year is 1,152,750
